DERVISHES ATTACK KASSALA. 

King Menelelt Retreating South It Is Sup- 
|)Osed on Account of Short Supplies. 

RoMic, Ajjril 1. — A despatch received 
here from Massowah to-day announces 
that advices received there say that tlie 
Dervishes fired upon the outer works of 
Kassala with two cannon on March 25. 
The Italians replied without result. On 
Saturday Major Hidalgo, in command of 
the Italian forces at ICassala, sent the 
following despatch: "Since six we 
have been lighting against niasse.s of the 
enemy, who have taken up a position on 
Mount Macran, Up to now we have 
had one inaii killed ami four woiiiitleil." 

(ytjl. Stevaiii, who is hastening Lo the 
ridief of Ktissala with a force of troops, 
sc'iil instructions to Major Hidalgo not 
to eng'ige the enemy in a battle until the 
arrival of the reinforcements. Advic'e.s 
received from the West state tlitit tlie 
Dervishes have established a hasty camp 
at Tucruf, where they are digging a 
number of wells. The news receiveti 
concerning the movements of the Shoans 
is to the etlcct that King Menelek is re- 
treating southward with all the rest, ex- 
cept the Tigrins. It is supposed that 
this movement is owing to lack of pro- 
visione. 



THE WINNIPEG CONFERENCE. 

Sessions Closed — Statement by Attorney- 
General Slflon— Comment in 
the Prairie City. 

Winnipeg, April 1. — (Special) — The 

school ('onferenco closed this evening, 
when Attorney-General Sifton g,^ve out 
the following statement to tlie press: 
" I may say tiiat the conference lias 
closed and no settlement has been ar- 
rived at. The full proceedings of the 
conference will not be published 
until after the arrival of the 
Dominion commissioners at Ottawa, 
This is at their request in 
oriler that they may have an opportunity 
of reporting to their government before 
the proceedings aie published. The 
oiler iiiaile by the Manitoba goveriitneiit 
to the ei)iiiiiiis«ioiiers will be iiuule pub- 
lic to-morrow." A eoiii'ltidini; session 
to attach signatures to ilocuiiients, etc., 
will take place ill the inorniiig ami the 
commissioners leave for Ottawa by the 
noon express. 

The amiotmceinent made by .Sir Chas. 
'I'uiijiia- ill tin: House of Commons yes- i 
tenlay, that he batl received word from ' 
Winnipeg that tlie com mission era ami j 
Alaniloba representatives were too ftir | 
apart to reach a satisfactory conipiCioi.-e 
on tlie school question, is aecepteil in 
the city as conclusive that no settle- 
ment of the (luestion will be reached 
during the present negotiations. 

It IS generally iinilerstood the CJreen- 
wtiy government ministers have refusetl 
to negotiate while a coercive Dill wtis 
niv.ler consiileratioii at Ottawa. Wlietlier 
tbev pniiiiisecl certain concessi<ins to the 
lioininion comniiKsioiierH or iiiaiit! an 
otl'er to secularize tlie schools will not 
be announced until the oflicitd rejiort is 
hiiiided out. The fact that two brief 
sessions of the commission have been 
held since Saturday is taken by some 
people as proof of the stateuienl that the 
conferring parties were too far apart to 
reach a satisfactory compromise. 



(From Our Own Correspundont.( 
Ottawa, April 1. — Private dispatches 

from Winnipeg to-night indicate that 
the Federal coniniissioners will lifiivo for 
Ottawa to-morrow. It is said that while 
no settlement has yet been reacheil they 
bviuji back conciliatory jnoposals from 
the iVlanitoba government. The feeling 
among the Conservalive members to- 
night is timt if this state- 
ment be correct a meeting of the 
party shouUl be lielil to tliscuss 
the situation and endeavor to decitle on 
a course for united tiction. Meanwhile 
the French Liberalstire i ii despaii-. They 
see iilmost total aiinihilaliini for nearly 
all of them at the general elections, and 
Inive notilied Hon. Mr. Laurier that if 
obstruction to the remedial bill is con- 
tinued they cannot support him, 

Hon. E, G. Prior nnct ^Ir. Earle have 
been successfal in securing an order by 
the government allowing a refund on 
the cotton lines entering into the manu- 
facture of fishing nets. This will be a 
gi'eat concession to the manufacturers 
engaged in this inilustry in British Co- 
lumbia. 

An interesting discussion took place 
on the motion of Mr. iMara relating to 
the improvement of the navigtition of 
the Duin:an and Lardo rivers. JNIr. Mara 
pointiMl out the importance of this work 
being done, in order to assist mining 
development. Hon. Mr. Ouimet assured 
the member that his representations 
would be attentlcd to. 

Mr. Martin got off some of his irritat- 
ing remarks, but was promptly squelched 
by'' Mr. Mara and Hon. Mr. Daly. 

The ministry cannot approve the offer 
of the New Brunswick Hussars for ser- 
vice in the Soudan. While appreciating 
the patriotic motives inspiring it, it is 
felt that it would be inconsistent with 
the government's intention to increase 
the tlefences of Canada to allow one of 
the best cor|)s to leave the country. Col. 
Domville has had offers of service from 
all parts of Canada. 

The government jiropose.s to allow net 
fishing for salmon in the non-tidal 
waters of New Brunswick. 

Important regulations have been pro- 
mulgated regarding the mobilizing of 
Canadian forces in time of war. 

Sir Charles Tupper informed Mr. 
Ingram that no legislation to prevent 
tho sweating system w'ould be establish- 
ed this session. 

The government iloes not intend to 
impi. se an export duty on pulp wood.

The Newfoundlander's Hopes of a Fairly 
Successful Season Altogether 
Destroyed. 

St. John's, April 1.— (Special)— The 

steamer Hope arriveil last iiiglit with a 
broken shaft. One man was drowned.

Findingr tlie Hoat of Goolgarflie Oii- 
pressive tlie Joreiisous Move In- 
to the Arctic Circle. 



Douiflas City the Scene ol' Foul 
Murder— Mail for tlie Yukon 
Coitutry. 



The Aliiske News, in its issue of tlie 
2Cth ultimo, notes the arrival in Juneau, 
on her way to Circle City, of Mrs. Effle 
Jorenson, who with her husband had 
heard of the richness of the Yukon 
placers while they were toiling back, 
disiippoiiiteil, from the reefs of Coolgar- 
die. They had been very much dis- 
troasL'd by the terrible beat of tlie West- 
ern Australian gold-tields, and the stray 
report that reached them of these minus 
within the Arctic circle was receiveil 
witli a more tb;ui bciirty welcome. Tlie 
alluring prospect of ici'-liulds instead of 
tlie Ijiiriiing wastes of aand was too en- 
ticing to be long resisted, so Mr. Joren- 
son and bis wife stai'ted from Sydney by 
the first boat leaving, wliieli happened 
to be the Warriinoo, and are now well 
on their way to the other end of the ; 
earth. Tliey will not try tlio mines at 1 
first, relying instead upon a well-a|)- | 
pointed hotel to Orinj; them wealth, all 
sojourners in the laud beiu^ made right 1 
welcome at $6 a day. Mri<. Jorenson is I 
an Englishwoman of Dnno-Spanish des- 
cent, and has travelled in almost every 
corner of the $:lobe during the past 
twenty years. She will on her arrival 
at her new Ixmie make the adnlt female 
Ijopiilalion of Circle Uity seventeen, 
sixteen ladies having wintered there 
with their 800 or more white fellow-citi- 
zens " of the. male i)ergu:ision." Most 
of these eouragetins women are the wives 
of resident traders or minors, the four 
single members of the little company re- 
maining so, to ([note the News, "of their 
O'^n choice, as thev could easily have 
tlieir j)ick of tlie entire eunip." 

About a fortnight ago the residents of 
Douglas City were shocked to learn of 
another nmrcler having been committed 
in their midst, one which in point of 
brutality displayed has scarcely an 1 
equal in the liistpry of Alaska. The j 
victims were a mother and child, who I 
wore butchered in their bed as they lay | 
peacefully sleejiiiig. The assassin bad I 
been both (|uiek and .sure in his work, ! 
as from the ])osition of the bodies thev ■ 
had evidently not moved after receiving 
the fatal blow. The death-dealing in- 
strument used, an axe, lay upon the 
floor, blood upon the bitt of it being 
mute and indisputable evidence of the 
last use to which it had been put. The 
mother was known as Jtollie Martin, 
whose husband, Dave Martin, has been 
in the interior for the jniat three years. 
He recently sent his wife a 
sunn, about $60, and upon her 
receiving it she told some of her 
friends she was going on a visit to her 
relatives at Wrangle. Her departure 
was not noticed, nor was her absence 
noted b.v her Indian friends. One of 
them in passing her cabin stoppe<l to 
see that nothing luid been disturbed, 
and the startling discovery of the mur- 
der was icade. The only motive that 
can be ascribed for tl.e deed was to se- 
cure possession of the inont;y receiveil, 
not a coi)per being foiiiiil anywhere 
about the premises. Deputy Marshal 
Watts was notidetl, and Jiulge .Mellen 
held a coroner's inquest at the scene of 
the crime. A verdict of wilful murder 
^vas returned. Saspieion points strong- 
ly toward several difTerent dissolute 
characters on tlie' island, and the guilty 
ones will doubtlesabesoon apprehended. 
The Indian friends of the dead woman 
have held several pow- vows and are do- 
ing all in their power to aid the authori- 
ties in fixing the guilt where it properly 
belongs. Opinion as to whether tlu: 
deed was committe<l by a white man or 
a native is ab(3ut evenly divided. 

Through the efforts of Senator fer- 
ine, of California, and Senator Sijuires, 
of Washington, the isolated inhabitants 
of the Yukon valley will probalily srjon 
be placed in communication with the 
outside world, and will receive and be 
able to send mail three add possibly six 
times a year. Tenders are now invited 
in Sitka and Juneau for the transporta- 
tion of letter mail only to Circle City, a 
distance of 898 miles, and return. Two 
separate ami disfitict bids are called for, 
one making three trips a ycai', leaving 
.Inncau .1 line 1 , July 15 ami September 
1, allowinL' about thirty-live days to 
inak(! the ti-ip in and luily-hve in com- 
ing out. In the other bid asked tor, six 
round trips are to be iiiaile annually, 
each biddiM- to submit his own schedule 
of lime, iieavy bonds are reiiuired in 
each instance, ^:),(H)I) and .$(1,000 respect- 
ively for the three and six trip contract, 
for the fauliful fultillment of any con- 
tract made. 

If there is one man in the Yukon to 
wliom the praise of all tlie miners is due, 
that man is Bill Fee, better known as 
Missouri Bill says the Alaska News. He 
has maile more discoveries than any 
other six men put tc)i,'ether, two ol 
which, 1 n<lepcnden(!e and DeaiUvoed 
creeks, have yielded over .$100,(1110. i'"ec! 
has claims on all the principal creeks, 
which he hires men to work, be in tlu! 
ini^anl i aic I aid ng a pack on his back and 
elimbs over the: mountain, searching al- 
ways for new and heller diggings. His 
latest lind is Charley river, upon whic!li 
considerable burning is being done Ibis 
winter and wliich so far prospects 
splendidly.

CANADIAN PACIFIC EAILWAY 

Annual Meeting of SlmrehoMers Held in 
Montreal— The New Year Opened 
With Much Promise. 

MoN-niKAL, April 1.— The annual 
meeting of the shareholders of the 0. P. 
R. company was held to-day. The old 

board was re-elected unanimously. The 
report says the depression prevailing at 
the date of the last report continued un- 
til after the middle of the year, but the 
recovery of business since has been 
gratifying. At tlio close of the year an 
unusually large proportion of the crops 
remained to be removed insuring good 
earnings until the next cro|). The new 
year opened with iiiiich promise, the re- 
sults of the (irst two months showing an 
increase over tho same period last year of 
six hundred and thirty-seven thoasand 
in the gross earnings, and two hundred 
and seventy-six thousand dollars net. 
The .'-^ou and Ibiluth .South Shore lines 
participated in the improvement in busi- 
ness. The Soo jiaid fixed charges with- 
out assistance, l)ut the Duluth, owing to 
the long strike in the iron mines, re- 
quired assistance to the extent of $11S,- 
000. 

Concerning tho large reduction in the 
working expenses, the report states 
that with the exception of the car equip- 
ment, the property was never in a bet- 
ter condition than at the close of the 
year, and in respect to a permanent 
way it was better than ever before. 
The single exception named is due to 
the poslpoiieniont of rebuilding and 
heavy repairs, owing to the light tiaflic 
during the lirst half of the year. This 
has now nearly been made good. A 
considerable part of the reduction is 
only apparent, the working expenses of 
l.S'J4, with which com|)arison is made, 
liaviiiK been abnormally increased by 
the floods in British Uoliinibia. Other 
reductions were mainly due to light 
traffic during the first seven months and 
the low coat of fuel and other suptilies. 
The report of GoUingwood Schreiber, 
deputy minister and chief engineer of 
railways and canals, submitted to the 
Dominion parliament relating to ita in- 
spection of the railway late in 1895, 
was quoted as follows : 

" I observed throughout tlie entire 
line improvements which are being 
steadily made by tlie Canadian Pacific 
Railway Coinpany, giving to their roaii 
a solid and permanent character. The 
damage caused to the roadway in the 
Fraser ami Thompson rivers in the 
spring of 1,S1(4 have been repaireil and 
the road throughout is in an excellent 
state of efhcieney." Mr, .Schreiber goes 
on to say; " With the lieavy crops in 
the northwestern section of the country 
a large increase in the live stock iiro- 
duetion for export, the marvellously 
rapid developnient of mines in liritish 
Coliiiiibia and the improvement in trade 
which js visible, I am induced to believe 
that the future earnings of this railway 
will considerably exceed those realized 
in the past." 

The shurcbiilders aiiproved of tho 
agreement with the Toronto, llaiuillon 
Biifl'alo Kailway Company, the Michi- 
gan Central Ivailway Coinpany, Canada 
Southern, New York Central ami Hud- 
son River railway, tor joint control of 
the Toronto, Hamilton c<c lUiffalo rail- 
way, which will allbrd the Canadian 
raeidc a long needed connection with 
Hamilton, the Niagara frontier and 
Vanderbilt system, and in this connec- 
tion authorized an agreement with the 
Crand Trunk for the joint use of its line 
between Toronto and Hamilton, thus re- 
moving the ncHies-sity for the construction 
of an indejiendent line by the Toronto, 
Hamilton c'i Halfalo company. They 
also apjirove of the ai;reemciiL with the 
Calgary it Kdmonton for working its line 
for live years for its aciujunt as its agent 
and without a cajiital liability. The 
shareholders authorized the expenditure 
during the present year from capital ac- 
count aggregating Ji;320,000.

THE GENERAL ELECTION. 

The prevaiUnpr opinion now is that tlie 

general election will ttike place early in 
Juno. Parliament will bii prorogued on 
the 'iltli of tliis month ami the writs for 
tlie election will be issued iiiiinediately 
the House rises. It is said that tlie 
writs aro already made out awaiting 
signature. This may or may not be 
true. But it is the next thing to certain 
that before two months have elajisetl the 
people of the nominioii will be caliwi 
upon to elect a new Mouse uf Coiiuiions. 
Both parties aic girdiii"; theni.selves lor 
the strife and the caiiipai;^!! will bo a 
lively and perhaps an acrimonious one. 
The indications are that the religi- 
ous elements, so-called, will be 
iiniiorted into the contest, un- 
happily to increase its bitterness. Re- 
lij^iiiu and politics do not fro well to- 
gether. The kind of reli;.d(iii wliicli tiets 
mixed up witli politics is not the kind 
that makes meo feel more kindly to- 
wards each other, or to lie more ready to 
bear with each other's failings and 
weaknesses. It is religion minus char- 
ity, and we liavi? the best warrant fur 
knowin;; uhal kind ol i-i-lii;l()n that is, 
or for ilei id i ni; wlietlier it lU'serves tlic 
name ol religion or not. 

It is devoutly to be hoped lliat Hritisli 
■Columl.dans will do their beat to keep 
what goes by the name of religion in 
politics out of the consideration which 
they give to political questions, for it 
there is one man more apt than another 
to come to foolish and inis(dnevoiis de- 
cisions on political ijueslions it is tlia 
man wiiose judgment is war])ed Ijy re- 
ligions prejudices and whose reason is 
blinded by religious antipathies. 



scheme to annex the Yukon gold fields 
to that province. Should 8U(!h a seizure 
be attempted without a thorough un- 
derstanding witli all jiarties at interest, 
it would iiial;e serious ititeniationul 
trouhli'. Tlie rriiled .Statics wouhl cer- 
tainly stand ii|) for its own boundaries, 
or what it believes lo bi! its bounduiiea, 
with the same lir'niiu'ss I hat it sIiowimI 
in the matter of the Schoniliurgl: line. 
Certainly it cculd not pei iuit their viohi- i 
tion, but wo have no douliL whatever ! 
that it would agree with England upon j 
a new joint survey and abide by the re- 1 
suits. Approached in a spirit of iiood | 
nature and with a common instinct of 
justice, the issue is one that ought to 
be settled easily and to the satisfaction 
of all fair men. 

It so liai)pened that after the Clironi- 
ck) was published a member of the 
Legislature of this jirovince, Cajit. Irving, 
moved a resolution "reipiestiiig that 
tlie Dominion Government be at once 
apprised, of the necessity of placing the 
Yukon country under the governmental 
control of the province, so that life and 
property may be protected, and the rev- 
enue collected by the least expensive 
and most effective means." The leader 
of tilt! tioveriiment at once objected to 
the part of the resolution (juoted above, 
on the ground that enough was not yet 
known about the Yukon country to 
justify such a reciuest, and that he did 
not think "it would be desirable to have 
the Yukon country included in Hritiali 
Columbia, as no doubt a large expendi- 
ture would be called for then." 
The leader of the opposition was of the 
same opinions and consequently the last 
liaragraphof Capt. Irving's motion con- 
taining the words we have quoted was 
stricken out. ThiM'esolution as it staiuls 
merely exjiresses the desire " Thai a 
settled form of Ciovernment should be 
iniiuediattdy extended over iha whole 
described area." It will be seen from 
this that the Legislature of British Col- 
umbia has no desire to annex the gold 
fields of the Yukon to this province even 
if it could do so. A part of that gold liel<l 
is admittedly on British territory and a 
coini)any of the Northwest >rounled Po- 
lice has been for some time stationed 
there for the i)iiri)ose of keeping ori^ler 
and protecting life and property. 

Our neighbors may make their minds 
easy about the Yukon boundary and the 
Yukon gold fields. There is no disposi- 
tion on the part of the British to en- 
croach on Ciiitcd States territory in that 
region, the boundary, wlien it is 

tlelined, will be of such a nature as to 
leave no doubt as to its accuracy. 

Although there is in this province no 
desire to encroach upon the rights of 
either the United States Govetnment or 
United States citizens in the Yukon 
t;ountry, there is a determi/ialion on the 
part of cnttTprismg I'ritish Columbians 
ti) tret a share of the trade of that coun- 
try — by legitimate means, of course — 
and some of them feel indignant that 
favors should be granted by the Gov- 
ernor of the Northwest Territories to 
Americans trading in it which are de- 
nied to British sulijects.

of the region in which the goldfields are 
Bituated a diflerence of only a few feet 
IjL'twceu the 1-llst degree of West longi- 
tude as ascertained by the American 
and the British engineers. Further ob- 
servations with the beat inatrumenlH 
will doubtless correct any error that 
oitlier of tho surveyors may have made, 
and the position of tho iiieridiaii will be 
ascertained as nearly ;!s human skill 
and knowledge can deternime. 

Kiinning the lino from tho most south- 
ern point of Prince of Wales Island 
northward ia so simple an operation that 
it can bo performed by any surveyor of 
ortlinary skill. Where there ia room for 
a disjiute about the lino of doHiiiitation 
between Alaska and the territory of 
Creat Britain it is diflicuU to see, and 
we have yet to learn that tliere is really 
any dispute between those competent to 
form an opinion on the subject. A 
number of American editors and politi- 
cians of tho smaller and baser sort would 
like to create a dilliculty respecting the 
Alaska buiiudary, but wo are very much 
of the opinion that when the cngiiieera 
of tho two nations who have been en- 
trusted with the survey come to com- 
pare notes there will be no difference 
between them worth disputing about.

GROUNDLESS A l'l>lil-:il l':.\SI<>.\.S. 

Some of our American iieiKlihors are 
uiK-ler the impression that there is what 
they are iileaKcd to term a " Vakon 
dilliculty," that hs, a dilliculty between 
the Govcrniiieiit of Great Britain and 
the Government of the United State? as 
to the ownership of the territory in 
wliich K"1<1 has heen found in the valley 
of the Yukon. But there is really no 
dilliculty ahoutthe matter, and when 
our iici^'hliiii's arc i-ouvinced that the 
.ea.stern boundary of that part of Alaska 
i.s a meridian line they will see that 
there can be no uncertainty. The exact 
position of that meridian lias not -yet 
been authoritatively Bettled, so the 
miners cannot always tell whether they 
are working uii lirilish or Aiiiericiii 
territory; l^it tlu^ observalinns so 
far have, w(! understand, slniWii that 
the principal niiniii;; cainiJ.s are on 
the eastern side of tho meridian 
line, that is on British territory. But 
whether they are or not will no doubt 
be mathematically settled before very 
long. 

In the case of Alaska then' are no old 
lines to be rectilied, no allciretl Ixjiiiulary 
marks to nuarrel over. The lines have 
not yet bet n run, but when tiiey are run, 
or rather ascertained, they are for the 
greater part of that nature that there 
really can be no reuHonable dispute 
about them. 

We see from the following passage 
from an article in tho San Francisco 
Chroniclo of the 27th ult., that it is fear- 
ed that tho British Columbia LeK'sla- 
tiire proposes to annex the Yukon gold 
fields to this province. We trust that it 
will be a relief to the minds of those 
who believe this to learn that tho Legis- 
lature of British Colunabia have no more \ 
power to annex any part, even of the 
British Northwest territory, than has 
the Legislature of the State of Calilornia. 

This is the passage:— 

The matter is a somewhat pressing 
one beimuse of the attempt to commit 
tliQ British Columbia Legiiilatiue to. a 



NEEDLESS ALARM. 

Our very able contemporary, the Port- 
land Oregonian, is afraitl that the men 
in authority in the riiited States will be 
inveigled by British artfulness inloniLx- 
iiii: the Alaska boiiiidary ciuestion with 
the Venezuela dispute. How tbi« won- 
derful feat of diplomacy is to be per- 
formed is not made very clear, hut the 
Oregonian is quite sure there ia danger, 
and it is equal!}' sure that it ouglit to be 
and must be avoided. Here is part of 
what it says on this very abstruse sub- 
ject : 

Our diplomats should be very careful, 

therefore, not to allow the Venezuela 
(|uestion to become mixed with the 
Alaska bouiiilary question or any other 
dispute belweeu the Uiiited States and 
tireal Britain, or to U; drawn into any 
blin<l pool of universal arliilratinii. 
Tlierc can be no general arbilralioii 
treaty with a iiowcr which always is 
tiiiiiipini: up claims in tlu^ hope ol gi'l- 
tiiiL' hall (li Ihcin. We have iiothinir t( > 
arhilratc in Smitli Aiiiriica. TliiTf the 
disputt' is between (iri-at Britain ami 
\ eiuv.ucla. llurorily cunteiitiou is that 
the furmer shall suhinil it to some com- 
petent i;(jurt. Then we will withdraw 
from the case. We shall not mix Vene- 
zuela's affairs with our own in a general 
tre.itv. Least of all shall we allow the 
Alaska di.spute to be confounded with 
one so essentially different. The Alaska 
case wi' never should submit to arbitra- 
tion at all, e.\cc|it to t he su pri'iue arbi- 
tianienliil battle. .And we shmild hurry 
uj) witli our battlci^hiiis and coast de- 
teuues, lest summons before that court 
i/f last resort takes us by surprise. 

It is a little (lillicnlt to see where the 
danger wliiidi cjiir contemporary apjire- 
henils lies. It says: " We have iiotliing 
to ariiitrale in Soiitli .Vinerica." No 
statement could be truer tlian this. 
.\ lid it says again: "The Alaska case 
wo never should submit to arbitration 
at all." This too is undeniable, for the 
simplest and best of reasons, namely, 
that there is nothing to arbitrate about. 
Tho Alaska case is one to lie decided i)y 
honeat and skilful surveyors. A board 
of diplomats, let them be ever so skilful, 
evef so honest and ever so experienced, 
could not, if they deliberated for a cen- 
tury, decide tho exact position on the 
Territory of Alaska, of the meridian 
141 West, and it ia not the business of 
stateamon to run a line from a given jioint 
in a clearly Bjiecified direction. This for- 
tunaiiily is all that there is to do 
to get tho true division line between tho 
Territory of Alaska and tho Province of 
Britieh Cjoluiil'bia. ' Th^ line is clearly 
hiiddo'wn in'; the treaty o£ 1825, and all 
that the engineers have to do is to fol- 
low out tho directions given in that trtia- 
ty to have a boundary lino between tho 
two countriea which, if they understand,

Mr. Freilerick Warde and His Pine Com- 
pany Give an Admirable Perform- 
ance of "Julius Caesar." 

Mr. Freilerick WariU; and his com- 
pany of players closed their N'ictoria 
engagement yesterday evening with 
'Mulius Ciesar," of which they gave a 
scholarly and in every way linished and 
acceptable presentation.

The Most Ooiuplete of Its Kind 
in the Whole of 
Canada. 



ISiiildiu^ of the Columbia luul West- 
em of Importance to the 
Coast Cities. 



The illustrations in to-diiy's supple- 
ment to the Colonist give n ^ood idea of 
the miignifiuent plant erected by the B. 
0. Smelting Co. at Trail to treat the 
ores of the wonderfully rich mining 
country that has heen bo rapidly de- 
velopect in the southoni part of Koot- 
enay. The Trail smelter is the largest 
and most coinpletcly uiiuippod of any in 
the Dominion. There has been already 
expended upon it in construction work 
^500,000, and other additions are also to 
be made. Tha very latest improvements 
have been adopted, so that it may safe- 
ly be said that no smelter in tiie United 
States has more modern methods or is 
better equipped for haiidlini^ ores. The 
niain furnauo building is 310 feet loiif;, 
00 feel wide and (ii feel high. The 
O'Hara furnace bull ling is ISO feet 
lonii by 70 feet in width and (iO 
feet in height. There an-, 
besides, a sampling mill, ore l)ina 
and offices. The enormous brick 
structure containing the dust 
chambers, to save the line particles that 
are oairiea oat of the furnaues, termin- 
ates in a stack 150 feet high, containing 
500,000 lu-e brick. In the main build- 
ing are four reverb itory lurnaces, 
each witli four autoiualic rouHters above 
it, an improved water jiicUel furnace aiul 
an SO ii. J), boiler and engine. Tlic ore 
passes from the bins to the sampling 
mill floor by griivity, and from thence 
to the O'liara and reverl)atory furnace 
building. Tlio cajiacity is from "JoO to 
300 tons of ore per day. More than 
$200,000 worth of ore has already been 
purchased, and is stored at the smelter 
ior treatment. The works are at pres- 
ent in active operation, handling "250 
tons a day, the first furnace having 
started up on February 1. 

Mr. F. Aug. Heinze, of Butte, Mon- 
tana, an experienced mining and smelt- 
ing man, is the prime mover and chief 
owner of the property . lie and his as- 
sociates have sliown tiieir faith in tlie 
enormous richness of the mineral dis- 
trict fringing tlie southern border of Brit- 
ish Columbia by putting in the smelter 
and couhtrncting a railway from Trail to 
linssliuid. which is expected to be c(jni- 
pletedbyilay 1. With indomitable energy 
iMr. JJeinze has pushed lor\v;ird the (Con- 
struction of this railway antl smelter all 
through the winter months, 2!0 men be- 
ini; employed in grading on the railway. 
Some 200 men are employed in cutting 
wood for the smelter, 2,000 cords or more 
being stacked riong the railway, besides 
a large quaniity at the smelter for im- 
mediate use. The railway, the Colum- 
bia River Western, Mr. Ileinxe, who 
is its president, proposes to extend into 
the Boundary Creek mining couniry, 
thence up to Benticton on Okanagan 
lake, an^l thus connect by steamers witti 
the C. P. Ii., bringini; the Doimdar/ atid 
Trail Creek countries into communica- 
tion with the Coast cities. Boundary 
Creek is largely a dry ore district, 
and these ores are desirable for mixing 
with lieavv lead ores for smelting [)nr- 
poses. By providing an outlet to the 
coast for the Boundary creek dry ores, 
an opportunity will be given for build- 
ing up the smelting industry on the sea- 
bo;Lr<l of British Columbia, as fuel ('an 
be secured here cheaply. The mine own- 
ers of the .Slocan couniry would be en- 
abled to ship their lead ores to be com- 
bined for smelting purposes with the 
<lry ores. 

Tlie Trail smelter does not expect to 
be al)le to handle all the ore tliat tlit- 
rapid development of the Trail and 
Uossland districts is producing and this 
is already recognized, for sorne of the 
mine owners are preparing to erect 
plant to handle their own (mlput. The 
Boundary Creek couniry, ii opened up 
by railway communication, will still 
further increase thia to a large extent 
There are immense bodies of nuneral 
there, but a railway is necessary 
to make it p y to work. As dry ores are 
needful to endde lead ores to be smelted 
economically, it will be seen thai it 
Would be of <lecided a<lvanliigc to the 
coast to have iaciliticH for bringing here 
both Sio(!an and Boundary cre_ek oics. 
The building ol llu; Cohiiiiliia Hivcr and 
Western railway is therefore of decided 
importance to the seaboard of the pro- 
vince besides the advantages it wdl con- 
fer on the inter ior district. Besides, the 
enterprise when completed vvould give 
a market in the mining sections to the 
farmers of the OfcanaKan country, and 
cnalile them to gain the trade for the 
food siii)plie8 that now are sent to Rosa- 
land and Trail from tlie I'niteil StatcH. 
Tbi; nicrcliants of the coast cilie.s would 
al.so beiielil lor the same reusim. I'lve 
nullion dollai-s would lie sjiciit in the 
l)rovince in tiie cotisI riiclioii ni the road, 
and an immense and growing market 
would be thrown open to the farmers 
and merchants of Bridsh Columbia.

yon hark back to the provincial (dectioiis 
of IS'.i), when the present governinent 
were returned to power by a .sweejiing 
majority, mainly on the strength 
of their ])roinised stipjiort to the 
British Paeilic lailway sidieine. Wo 
could go on for hours producing valid 
reasons why this sclieme .should he sup- 
ported and the negotiations carried to a 
successful issue, as I believe they will 
be. In fact, 1 am not pig-headed enough 
to believe that Mr. Rithet, his colleagues 
and the members of the cabinet are so 
dense as to suppose tliat any of them 
can have it their own way,' because, 
when I look at the men, I find 
myself saying that their heads are 
screwed on tlu; right way and 
they must and will evolve out of their 
brain boxes a plan of action that will be 
mutually satisfactory to them and all 
well wishers of the province and the 
Dominion." 

-Mr. 11. Dallas Helmcken, M. P.P., was 
next called uiioii to speak- He referretl 
to the correspondence between the 
government and the promoters in 
regard to the British Paeilic aclieme, 
and then briefly pointed out the 
jio.-ition that each side bad taken ujion 
the negotiations. He maintained that 
the government had fallen into un error 
of their own when they claimed they 
bad not a sufficient guarantee from the 
Iiromoters, and bad come to the con- 
clusion that the stdieiiie was at an etui 
unless they granted the road :f_MO,000 a 
year. If the governinetit conld not 
agree to the terms iiroiiosed they should 
have taken the ])roiiiotei.s into their 
conlideiu e and havi' ltdd tlieni how far 
they were ' prepared to go. The 
Iiromoters had not said that if they did 
not get the ^t24t), not) the seheiiie inust 
fall. They were jiretiaied to treat w itii 
tho governinent. Mr. Helmcken jiro- 
ceeded to point out that the develop- 
ment of the [d-ovince depetuled on open- 
ing up coiiiiiiiiiiicatioii by means of rail- 
ways. The wisdom of the government 
assisting rail ways on the Mainlainl bad 
already been ahtiiidainly provtHl by lite 
results that ar(,i hidii,' altaiiicd in Ihe 
interior. Why should nid, the govern- 
inetit he willing to liiiild a road lo 
ojieti 11)1 the great iiorllierii country, 
which was ackiiow ledgcd to be well 
worthy of developiiieiit, It was not a 
local or provincial (concern only, but of 
importance to the whole country, giving 
('aiiada a second transcotit i iienlal line. 
Mr. Helmcken repeated his argu.iieiits 
at Cedar Hill, Metchosin and at the Vic- 
toria theatre meetings, and quoted Hon. 
D. W. Higgins' remarks at Metchosin in 
favor of the project. In evpry pos- 
sible way he was iiiixious to see 
the matter put on u sound and 
siihstaiitial basis so that the road would 
soon he acltiallv under construct ion. 
lie was authorized to state, he said, that 
if tluM'e bad been friction, the entente 
cordiale was restored and he believed 
that now iliat tlii! goviu-niiient bad 
beard the voii'e of the peoiile they would 
give their consideration to what Mr. 
Rithet was placing before tliein, ami 
try to bring tho negotiations to a suc- 
cessful issue. In conclusion he assured 
them that Victoria was to be the ter- 
minus and advised the electors to pass a 
resolution in favor of the scheme. 

Mr. Thomas Coulbeck moved the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was seconded 
hy -Mr. ,1. C- Kichaiils and carried niin- 
nimoiisly : 

That this me(d,iiig strongly desires to 
impress 11)1011 the governinent the iioso- 
Itite need for the iiiiinediate fiillillnieiit 
of their pre-tdeidion jilcilges aiieiit giv- 
ing thi^ British Paeilic railway substan- 
tial aid, and substantial aid in this ease 
means money and land ; and that we, 
the electors of South Victoria district, 
lefinest our- representative, tho Hon. 1). 
M. Eberts, to give the British Paeilic 
ri'ilwny scheme his strenuous supjiort in 
the caliiiiet and the house, and tiiercbv 
implement his promise to carry out the 
wishes of his constituents. 

The meeting closed with a vote of 
thanks to the chair.

The Best Breed of Fowls. 

The question of which is thebeH breed 
of fowls narrows down to this: What 
fowl do you like best? What style and 
color take your eye. Can you give the 
pro]ier housing and care llie tenderer 
hreeds reiiuireVWill you have to subject 
your fowds to just ordinary houses and 
care? The breed oiu^ laiicies most will 
in the majority of cases receive the best 
care, which naturally results in the most 
profit. If one prefers line feathers and 
a beautiful form and carriage ratborthau 
a strictly economic fowl, there are many 
breeds from which to make a selection, 
if a general purpose fowl is wanted, the 
list to select from was never so long as it 
is to-day. If beauty and utility com- 
bined are wanted, there are several breeds 
to select from, any one of which should 
satisfv any reasonable person. There is 
much" truth in the saying, " feed makes 
the breed." The best breed in the world, 
whichever one may bo so considered by 
the owner, will be a failure and disap- 
pointment if kejit under unfavorable con- 
ditions and injudiciously fed. Therefore 
we would add to the above, " feed and 
care make the breed." We do not know 
of any breed which with proper care and 
feed will not jirove reasonably iirofitable 
both in jileasure and money. Ininaking 
a selection one's ciroumstances and sur- 
roundings should be taken into account: 
w h ere one breed would be perfectly hardy 
and thrive well, another breed would 
not do at all well. Therefore it be- 
hooves one to guard against letting a 
sudden fancy run away with good judg- 
ment. 

Those who are just considering the 
subject, I would earnestly advise taking 
plenty of tin^9 to look tiie field over
